Spanish Steamer Ci de 
Eizaguirre Goes Down in 
Five Minutes—-No Men- 
tion Is Made of Submarine. 


London, May 27.—Forty-eight pas- 
sengers and 85 members of the crew of i 
the Spanish steamer Ci de Eizaguirre, : 
4,376 tons, are reported to have per- 
fished as a result of the sinking of the 
vessel. A Reuter’s dispatch, the date 
or origin of which has not been made 
public, reports, the loss of the Eisza- 
guirre. 
The dispatch says that, according to 
the second officer, the steamer sank 
in five minutes. He was awakened 
by a great noise and rushed to the deck 
and tried to get passengers into his 
boat, but the boat was swept away and 
almost simultaneously the steamer 
broke in half. He saw no other boats 
afloat except that in which he and the 
other survivors made their escape. 

Those in the boat had a miraculous 
escape, rowing for many hours in heavy 
seas during foul weather. They were 
dressed in the scantiest of attire and 
were compelled ceaselessly to bail the 
boat. Among the 48 passengers miss- 
ing is the Spanish consul at Colombo, 
Ceylon.

: Weshiagton. May 27.— (Special.) — 
Drastic action will, in all probability, 


be taken by the government at an 


early date to bring down to a fair basis 
the soaring prices of coal and to pun- 
ish under the criminal sections of the 
anti-trust statutes and the national 
defense acts the operators who are 
proven gulity of undue inflation of 
prices. 

Following an investigation by the 
federal trade commission to which 
were declared to be “intolerable” con- 
ditions in both the bituminous and an- 
thracite coal industries, the evidence 
disclosed has been turned over to the 
department of justice for its considera- 
tion and action. 

In a preliminary report to the senate 
the trade commission promised its ut- 
most efforts to insure fair distribution 
and fair prices for anthracite coal. Its 
agents are still in the field studying 
the operation of plans for bringing 
down prices. 

The commission reports that the mine 
Operators are widely charged with 
abusing the reconsignment and demur- 
rage privileges granted by~<the rail- 
roads. This is especially significant 
from the fact that these interest’ ap- 
peared this week before the interstate 
commerce commission to oppose the 15 
per cent advance in freight rates asked 
by the railroads. 

Representative William Schley How- 
ard, of Georgia, author of a resolution 
dealing with the increased cost of coal 
to the railroads, municipal plants and 
other consumers of, the country, point- 
ed out today that while the coal 
erators had advanced prices trom 15 
to 200 or 300 per cent, the only in- 
crease in wages is 10 per cent in Ohio 
and Indiana fields. In the West Vir- 
ginia fields the agreement entered into 
with the United Mine Workers in 1915 
when the 20 per cent advance was re- 

ed, is still in force. 

“The federal trade commission has 

rted that the advances in coal 
iWices are absolutely unjustifiable,” 
Representative Howard. “I would 
authorize the president to take over 
the coal mines and operate them in 
the interest of increased efficiency 
transportation and production 
ughout the country in all lines of 
industry. There are just two factors 
entering into coal production. One is 
the available supply of coal which is 
inexhaustible in this country, and the 
her is the available supply of labor.

WILL MOVE THE FRUIT. 


Welcome announcement to the Georgia 
peach growers comes from Washington to 
the effect that there is to be no interference 
with the movement to market of the peach 
crop, notwithstanding the heavy demands 
upon traffic and the fact that fruit is consid- 
ered more or less of a luxury. 

Doubt was cast upon the matter by the 
action of the Northern Pacific railroad in 
putting an embargo upon the shipment of 
apples from Oregon, upon the ground that 
the cars would be needed for the handling 
of more important food products. 

Removal of all doubt on the subject 
through the emphatic statement of Herbert 
Hoover, who is to be government food ad- 
ministrator, and of Secretary of Agriculture 


Houston, is stated in a dispatch from Mr. 
Corrigan, The Constitution’s Washington 


correspondent, in which Mr. Hoover is quot- 
ed as saying that fruit is a highly important 
article of diet, and gave positive assurance 
that it would be moved to market. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Hoover, as food adminis- 
trator, will be clothed with complete powers 
over food distribution, what he says in the 
matter will be final, regardless of any regu- 
lations which the railroads may wish to en- 
force. ö 


Far from taking such a stand as did me 


Northern Pacific, the railroads in this terri- 
tory are ready and willing to go to the full 
extent of their capabilities in giving the best 
of service in moving the Georgia peach crop; 
and they have already assured the growers 
through the Georgia Fruit Exchange, which 
represents more than 85 per cent of them, 
that they will supply a service equal to, if 
not better than that of last year. 

So far as the peach growers in this ter- 
ritory were concerned, therefore, it was only 
a question of the attitude of the administra- 
tion at a time when the demands upon 
transportation service, for actual necessities, 
are the greatest in the history of the coun- 
yA 

There is comforting reassurance in the 
position taken by administration officials 
that fruit is a necessity, and that there shall 
be no interference with the proper distribu- 
tion of it to waiting markets. It is, of course, 
the correct view and the only reasonable one 
to take.

Heat drying is preferred because of speed, — 
evenness of drying and independence of

In drying any fruit or vegetables, wire 
screen or mosquito netting should be strétch- 
ed over a suitable frame to keep off fliese 
The products should also be protected from 
rain or dew. This method of drying re- 
quires a good deal of work, and unless weath- 5 
er conditions are favorable the products are 1 
liable to become discolored and moldy. a) 

Method of Drying. | 

In drying by heat, the fruit is placed on 
a series of trays and this contrivance is set 
over a moderately hot stove. There are ae 
small driers on the market which give sat- ag 
isfactory results. Some of these are made 8 
for use on the cook stove, and others have 
a metal base furnace—the evaporator part a 
consisting of a frame-work of wood or gal- 
vanized sheet iron with supports for the trays, 8 
The trays or racks have wire or perforated N 
metal bottoms through which the heated air 
passes. 

Home-made dryers of various kinds have 
been used for drying fruits and vegetables. 
A practicable type of home-made dry kiln 
used in some sections of the country may be 
constructed as follows: Walis of brick, 
stone, or cement are built up a foot or two 
above the ground with the front end left 
open for a fire door. The size of this kiln 
depends upon the amount of material to be 
dried. Many farm kilns are 4 feet wide and 
8 to 10 feet long. At the back end a flue 
is built and this should extent 4 or 5 feet 
above the top of the kiln. Iron bars are 
placed across the top of the structure and 
sheet iron or tin placed over these. A 
layer of clay mortar is spread over the whole 
surface to the depth of about two inches. 
After applying the mortar a fire should be 
started in the furnace to bake the clay. The 
firing should be done with a slow fire, and 
any cracks formed during the baking should 
be closed up with thin mortar. The material 
to be dried on this type of kiln ig placed 
on large metal trays to the depth of 2 to 3 
inches. Only a few hours are required for 
the drying process. Most any fruit or vege- 
table can be dried on this type of dryer 
but those most commonly dried are apples 25 
peaches, cherries and sweet corn. ‘ a 

The material to be dried is washed and’ * 
sliced or shredded before being placed on a 
the racks. Most vegetables are dried with- 4 
out cooking, but sweet corn is usually steam- 
ed or boiled long enough to set the milk. 
After the steaming or boiling, the corn is 
cut from the cob and placed on the trays 
or racks for drying. Root crops such as 5 
carrots, parsnips, onions, ete, are peeled 
and sliced in preparation for drying. Cab- a 
bage and celery are shredded. _ After slicing 
or shredding the material is placed on the 
racks to the depth of one to two inches, iM 
depending upon the character of the ‘mate- 
rial, and the heated air passes through and 
over it. The temperature of about 150 Fahr- 
enheit is considered satisfactory. The ma- eo 
terial should be stirred or turned several 
times during the drying process in order to 
secure a uniform product. *

Ef- 
forts to relieve the transportation.con- 
gestion meet with some success and 
3 railroad earnings are unequaled 

or this period, but freight movements 
are still retarded in many directions 
and industrial operations are further 
hampered by the shortage of killed 
labor. The position of business is in 
these respects unsatisfactory, and while 
reports of diminished buying remains 
the exception, the effect of the high 
and rising comm odity prices is more 
clearly seen in the practice of economy 
and retrenchment among consumers. 
Bank Clearings Continue Noteworthy. 

That special financial 98 and 
the high and rising commodity prices 
are tending to swell bank clearings is 
obvious, yet the present notable exhib- 
its would not be possible if general 
business were not sustained in extensive 
volume. Only in two weeks since sae 
end of March have aig Hig exchanges 
at Wr leading cities fallen be 
$5,000,000,000, and the total this week 
is 19.5 per cent in excess of last year’s 
when the figures were unequaled for the 
period. The expansion at centers out- 
side New York is even more striking, 
being 31.5 per cent, and individual in- 
creases of 30 per cent and over are com- 
mon, with the greatest gain. 1 er 
cent, appearing at New Orleans. er 
statistics which reflect the ~ sak 
fall of business show similar charac- 
teristics, and gross earnings of railroads 
reporting for two weeks of May are 
11.3 per cent larger than those of a 
year ago. Yet the effect of the higher 
operating expenses is seen in net rev- 
enues, which diminish on not a few sys- 
tems. 

Striking Rise in Cotton Prices. 

With better weather news and pos- 
pects of larger yields than were pre- 
viously indicated, wheat prices not un- 
naturally have been subjected to pres- 
sure. et, with the enforced restric- 
tions on trading, the grain situation 
continues artificial, and interest in the 
leading farm products now centers in 
cotton. The great southern staple has 
recently experienced some striking 
movements, and in little more than a 
fortnight has registered an extreme 
rise of 200 points on this crop and 250 
on the next, with new high levels on 
all actual deliveries from October to 
January. Operators who were formerly 
conspicuous in wheat have turned to 
cotton, but the advance is not wholly 
explained by speculation, for the trade 
demand has continued substantial and 
foreigners have been buyers in this 
market. With the large government 
purchases of cotton goods, expectations 
of a record consumption are strength- 


more reassuring, the season is back- 
ward ang the first official condition 
report, t& be issued next week, is ex- 
pected to be bullish. 


AUTOGRACY WEAKENS 
IN AUSTRIA-HUNGARY 


Young Emperor Trying to 
Shift to More Liberal Form 
of Government. 


— 


Copenhagen, May #7.—(Via London.) 
The Austrian parliament's meeting this 
week signifies a shift from the dictator- 
ship whereby the country has been rul- 
ed during the war to a form of con- 
stitutional government. The young em- 
peror in this, as in the electoral reform 
crisis in Hungary, seems determined 
to make an attempt at rule with the 
consent of the governed in place of 
the autocratic system symbolized in 
the names of Count Tisza and Baron 
Burian. It is an open question, how- 
ever, whether these indications of his 
good will and his personal appeals for 
harmonious co-operation will be enough 
to reconcile the warring nationalist 
factions and unite the Poles, Germans, 
Bohemians, Serbs and others sufficient 
for productive work in the reichsrat. 

Just as the crisis in the turbulent 
Hungarian political life is proving most 
difficult to settle, the convocation 
the Austrian parliament embarrasses 
the military and judicial authorities, 
who have silenced objectionable politi- 
cians in the past by keeping them in 
jail for months and even years dur- 
ing the war without bringing them to 
trial. The radical czech member of 
the reichsrat, Klosatsch, has been im- 
prisoned for nearly three years on an 
accusation of complicity in the greater 
Serb yl aganda, without any definite 
charges being brought. The socialist 
caucus in the reichsrat has taken up 
this case and has demanded that Klo- 
satsch be released and allowed to at- 
tend the —— session. The authori- 
ties have promised to submit an indict- 
ment by tomorrow. 

The position of the Austrian premier, 
Count Clam-Martinic, also is shakey, 
according to a Vienna dispatch to The 
Hamburg Fremdenblatt.

Washington, May 27.—(Special.)— 
That Atlanta’s great fire disaster may 
be turned into substantial benefit, and 
that the best protection against fu- 
ture great conflagrations lies in the 
city beautiful plan, emphasizing wide 
streets and spacious parks, is the view 
taken by city planning experts of the 
nation, as given to The Constitution's 


correspondent here today. 

Richard B. Watrous, secretary of the 
American Civic association for the last 
ten years and member of the executive 
committee of the National Conference 
on City Planning, spoke most interest- 


ingly today of Atlanta’s need for a 
new and improved city plan. 

“While under the stress of a great 
catastrophe like your fire,” he said, 
“the disposition of the people is to re- 
build quickly. The present, how- 
ever, is a fine opportunity for Atlanta 
to take definite steps to rebuild ac- 
cording to a city@plan. It may hold 
benefits of inestimmble value to the 
city, not only for today, but for all 
the future. It may call to life the 
sentiment which we know has existed 
in Atlanta for some time, but which 
has lain dormant waiting some fa- 
vorable opportunity to show its 
strength. 

“Now is the time to act. A vast area 
has been laid waste and the cleared 
spaces will permit of the rearrange- 
ment of streets and the establishment 
of better housing facilities for cer- 
tain. families that have seen their 
homes swept away; for the creation 
of a downtown parking area, and pos- 
sibly for setting aside squares that 
may serve as parking areas for auto- 
mobiles. The time is rapidly coming 
n all American cities when the prob- 
em of keeping the streets open for 
traffic purposes and eliminating stand- 
ing automobiles must be solved. One 
of the methods that the most progress- 
ive cities are adopting is the estab- 
lishment and designation of certain 
cleared spaces as parking places. This, 
however, is simply a small cog in a

“But San Francisco could not rise to 
the occasion, and it would have been a 
miracle if she had. When people find 
their homes destroyed, they are going 
to rebuild usually in the very quickest 
way. That city was stricken more 
sorely than any American city ever has 
been by action of the elements. Her 
failure to rebuild more wisely can only 
be considered a matter of regret and 
not an indictment of her people 

“A few years later when Salem, 
Mass., suffered from a disastrous fire, 
leading men of that city made a tre- 
mendous effort for the adoption of an 
improved city eran, but were able to 
accomplish results only in better hous- 
ing conditions for the laboring people 
of the city. 

: Fine Example of Paris. 

“The city of Paris, Texas, furnishes 
a fine example of intelligent grasp of 
such an opportunity as now confronts 
Atlanta. n February, 1916, that cit 
had a disastrous fire. Mayor Ed. 
McCuistion, who was serving his eighth 
term as mayor, was quick in 8 
out a plan which had already been 
worked out, but which had been diffi- 
cult of execution because of the great 
expense involved in acquiring land that 
was already built upon, be now ac- 
quired in its denuded condition to serve 
the future needs of the whole city. 

What Atlanta ought to do, and do 
quickly, is not only to accomplish a 
wise rébuilding of part of the burned- 
over territory for immediate uses, but 
to acquire tracts that will safeguard 
the growth and welfare of the city for 
years to come. If a popular demand 
is aroused for quick and énergetic ac- 
tion, without regard to cost, it will be 
a blessing to the city in every way for 
many years to come. The wise city 
nowadays is the one that recognizes the 
value of expert advice in city planning. 

Ashmun N. Brown, a prominent citi- 
zen of Seattle, Wash., in telling of 
wonderful benefits brought to that city 
by the fire of 1889, said: 

“Seattle, then a town of 35,000 popu- 
lation, was n wiped out by 
fire in 1889. It is a matter of tradition 
that the fire was the greatest benefit 
that the city ever.received. First, it 
—* a united and splendid civic 

irit. Second, it furnished the incén- 

tive for making over the business sec- 
tion to conform to modern requirements 
and also with a view to future needs. 
The only fault that has appeared is 
that plans were not laid on sufficiently 
broad lines. The city grew beyond the 
vision of the rebuilders of 1889, until 
today it has more than 300,000 popu- 
lation. This resulted about ten years 
ago in another huge scheme of rear- 
rangement without the tncentive of a 
fire. Streets that had become business 


80 feet and wider; parks were estab- 
lished in the downtown section, 
more than 100 acres of hilly ground 
covered by business and residence 
structures, including a million-dollar 
hotel, were leveled. The cost was borne 
primarily by the property owners them- 
selves, on a plan of appraisement by 
which both * * and injuries were 
calculated. Where a man was consid- 
ered to be damaged beyond the meas- 
ure of Benefits, he was reimbursed. In 
most cases, however, the property was 
considered to have been benefited far 
beyond the loss of actual ground taken 
in widening the streets and cutting 
down the hills. 
Atianta’s Opportunity. 


Atlanta has an opportunity which has 
not been presented since the city was 
a struggling village, to insure itself 
against a repetiiton of the fire disas- 
ter, particularly in the devastated area 
and adjoining sections, in the opinion 
of Colonel William W. Harts, of the 
United States army, the engineer com- 
missioner of the District of Columbia. 

Colonel Harts was at the Presidio 
in San Francisco when the memorable 
earthquake and fire nearly destroyed 
that city aud helped to wage the battle 
for its protection from the flames. Be- 
cause of his engineering skill and ex- 
perience in fighting fires I asked him 
for some suggestions that might be val- 
uable to Atlanta in living up to her 
motto, “Resurgam.” 

He spoke very frankly and earnestly 
in advocacy of wide streets and breath- 
ing spaces for every growing city, not 
only in the interest of health and mor- 
als ‘which is beyond computation in 
terms of money, but also as having a 
direct practical value in insurance 
against devastating fires. 

“What finally stopped the San Fran- 
cisco fire was Van Ness avenue,“ said 
Colonel Harts. “The water mains burst 
and cut off the water supply. Dyna- 
mite failed to check the flames, for 
when a burning house was dynamited 
embers were blown in every direction 
and actually helped spread the flames. 
Only when a stand was finally made 
at Van Ness avenue, which is about as 
wide as Pennsylvania avenue in Wash- 
ington, or about one hundred and ten 
feet wide, were the flames checked. 

“I addition to wide streets and bou- 
levards where they can be provided, an- 
other effective methods would be a 
string of parks.

We could have 
had $200,000 from the people outside 
of Atlanta if we had sent out the 
call, but I know you will agree with 
us when we decided that Atlanta could 
care for her. own. 

“We now have $65,000 in sight, but 
we must have $35,000 more. We want 
to say to the dressmaker, the carpen- 
ter and other similar workers: ‘Come 
to us and let us know what you need 
in order to begin work again.’ Then 
they must have bed room equipment, 
kitchen equipment and all the other 
things needful to begin housekeeping. 
We must do this to prevent pauperism, 
to save these workers and their fami- 
lies as useful citizens.
